Prior arts of record do not disclose an optical compensating apparatus. The 
apparatus comprises: a polarization controller for determining a magnitude of time delay 
between the principle states of polarization of the optical which structurally- arranged 
arid functionally operated as claimed in claims 1 , 13,20,24. 

Prior arts do not disclose a method of compensating PMD of an optical signal. 
The method comprises: analyzing the; time -averaged state of polarization of ah optical 
signal via a pertubative expansion as disclosed in claim 34.
